companies—China Light and Hong- 


kong = Electric—was

To most Government's pro- 
posal on o merger appeared to be 
the* lesser of two evils I.o. 
natlonallsation. 


It fs felt that even though the 
companies may come up with 
some agreement to Government's 
proposal—the final say In tho 
matter will no doubt be left to 
a form of “shadow cabinct.” 


A merger of the two com- 
panies ‘for generating purposes 
would entail a certain amount 
of expense in re-organisation 
which in the opinion of many 
would be money down the drain 
for no apparent reason. 


Government could very well 
allow the two companits to carry 
on with certaln specifications 
Jold down os .to rates to be 
charged cle. 


Natlonalising the _companics 
on the other hand would be com- 
pletely fatal to the Colony’s 
private enterprises and the end 
to the Colony’s booming eco- 
nomy. 


Favourable 


The effect on the stocks of 
the two companies was in fact 
favourable at least during the 
morning session yesterday. - 


It has often been said that 
the stock market reflects the 
public’a opinion. 


And in this instance opinions 
did ‘count, 


Stocks of both the companics 
in question rose a dollar at the 
markets opening yesterday. 
But this failed to sustain priccs 
began to slip rapidly back almoct 
to thelr former levels. 


Interest slackened and prices 
eased. 


Over £0,000 shares of China 
Lights and 17,000 Hongkong 
Electric were transacted in the 
morning as compared to 15,000 
Lights ond 8,000 Electrics in the 
afternoon,
